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ARGENTINA  REGULATES  SUPPLY 
OP  WHEAT  PGR  MILLING  .  .  . 

The  Argentine  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  announced  the  continuation 
of  existing  regulations  prohibiting  millers  from  using  wheat  other  than 
that  purchased  from  the  Grain  Regulating . Board,  according  to  information 
received  in  the  Office  of  Po reign  Agricultural  Relations.     This  ruling  was 
adopted  as  a  complementary  measure  to  the  recently  announced  fixed  price 
for  the  1942-43  crop  (see  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  December  21,  1942). 
The  purcha.se  price  to  "be  paid  the  Board  "by  millers  remains  at  9  pesos  per 
quintal  (73  cents  per  bushel). 

Use  of  the  ne?7-crop  wheat  for  milling  is  prohibited,  in  order  to 
insure  consumption  of  old  wheat  first  "before  its  quality  is  impaired  by 
prolonged  storage.     This  is  in  accordance  with  the  Government's  policy 
adopted  when  wheat  supplies  became  burdensome.    Grain  for  export  will 
also  continue  to  be  available  only  through  "the  Grain  Board. 
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CHILE  ANNOUNCES  NEW 
WHEAT  POLICY  ... 

Formulation  of  the  Chilean  policy  with...  respect  to  wheat  constituted 
the  first  important  action  of  the  newly  created  Agricultural  Economy  In- 
stitute of  that  country,  according  to  information  received  in  the  Office 
of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.     In  announcing  its  action  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  stated  that  the  Council  of  the  Institute  had  unanimously 
approved  the  text  of  a  draft  decree  embodying "the  following  noints: 

1.  In  case  the  next  wheat  harvest  is  too  small  to  supply  the 
country  and  the  price  rises  above  150  pesos  per  metric  quintal  ($1.31  per 
bushel  converted  at  the  rate  of  31.10  pesos  to  the  dollar),   the  Institute 
will  buy  sufficient  wheat  abroad  to  supply  the  deficit  and  regulate 
prices. 

2.  In  case  the  next  wheat  harvest  exceeds  domestic  requirements 
and  the  free  market  price  falls  below  150' pesos  per  quintal  ($1.31  per 
bushel) ,  the  Institute  will  buy  wheat  in  order  to  stabilize  the  price 
and  build  up  stocks  that  can  be  placed  in  the  market  during  short  years. 

3.  The  price  of  bread  will  be  stabilized  at  the  current  3  pesos 
per  kilogram  (4  cents  a  pound)  at  the  bakeries* 

4.  Immediate  plans  will  be  made  for  increasing  wheat  production 
and  stabilizing  the  market  for  wheat  rand  its  derivatives. 
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.to.  date  the  miaimiam-: price  f  6  f -wheat  ..has  been  135  pesos. '.per -quintal 
($1.16  per  bushel),  while  market  prices:  have  averaged  above  185  pesos 
($1.62  per  bushel).     Considerable  quantities  have  been  imported  from 
Argentina  this  season  as  a  result  of  reduced  crops  during  each  of .'  bhe  past 
2  vears..   The  1942  wheat  harvest  is  now  under  way.,  .and  while  no  official 
estimates  are  yet  available,  earlier  season  forecasts  have  indicated  a 
fairly  good  crop  in  prospect.     An  average  outturn  of  wheat  about  sufficient 
for  domestic  needs  is  around  31.6  million  "bushels. 

The  Institute  of  Agricultural  HJconomy,  which  was  recently  created, 
is  said  to  be  charged  with  bringing  about  a  closer  relationship  between 
agricultural  production  and  credit  policy.     It  is  to  act  in  close  co- 
operation with  the  Mortgage  Credit  Bamc,  the  Agricultural  Credit  Bank, 
and  the  Fomento  Corporation  and  will  take  over  powers  until  now  belonging 
to  the  -Agricultural  Export  Board  and  the  Fertilizer  Council.     The  new 
Institute,   it  is  said,  will  also  co-ordinate  its  action  with  that  of  the 
Commissariat  of  Subsistence  and  Prices. 


BRAZIL  S  h/x'S  MILLING  QjQTAS 
AlTL  iviliniviUM  PRICES  .   .  . 

A  new  decree-law,   effective  December  1,  1942,  designed  to  further 
encourage  the  use  of  aomestic  wheat  and  an  expansion  of  the  industry, 
has  recently  been  announced  by  the  Brazilian  Government,  according  to 
information  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations. 
The  new  measure  supplements  and  modifies  previous  regulations  and  pro- 
vides for  the  establishment  of  a  quota  system  for  all  mills.     (Also  see 
Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  February  2,  1942,  and  February  24,  1941,) 
Wheat  quotas  are  to  be  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  consumpt ion  of 
wheat  during  the 'past  5  years,  and  mills  are  required  to  take  their  quota 
of  domestic  wheat  before  any  imported  wheat  or  flour  may  be  obtained. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  establishment  of  a  minimum  price  on 
domestic  wheat  for  a  period  of  10  years,  and  a  schedule  showing  prices 
fixed  for  the  first  3  years  is  included  in  the  measure.    The  schedule 
refers  to  wheat  nearest  the  production  zones  and  varies  according  to  the 
hectoliter  weight  of  the  cereal.     The  basic  minimum  -price  is  given  as  52 
cruzeiros  per  60  kilograms  ($1.21  per  bushel)  for  wheat  with    a  hectoli- 
ter weight  of  80  kilograms,  with  a  decrease  of  1  cruzeiro  (2  cents  per 
bushel)  for  each  full  point  decline  in  hectdliter  weight  (0.73  pound 
per  bushel)  .

Recent  information,  based  on  an  official  Chinese  report,  received 
from  Chungking  indicates  that  the  1942  rice  crop  was  about  1  percent  above 
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the  harvest  of  the  previous  year .    The  rice  crop  for. Free  China  was  placed 
at  1,692  million  "bushels,  which  represents  possibly  two -thirds  of  the 
total  Chinese  production. 

Free  China,  at  the  present  time,  is  unable  to  import  food  from 
other  areas  and  therefore  must  depend  entirely  upon  domestic  production. 
While  China  in  normal  times  was  slightly  deficient,  in  food  production, 
disrupted  transportation  facilities  resulting  in  poor  distribution  have 
brought  about  considerable  distress  in  many  districts. 

In  1942,  several  small  areas  in  China  harvested  poor  crops  and  are 
now  facing  famine,  or  near  famine,  conditions.    Perhaps  the  worst  place 
is  in  Honan  Province  where  the  1942  crops  were  near  failure  due  to  lack 
of  rain.     In  this  area,  however,  rice  production  is  normally  insignificant 

Although  the  rice  crop  in  Free  China  in  1942  was  slightly  larger 
than  for  the  previous  year,' the  total  food  supply  may  be  somewhat  less 
on  account  of  reduced  production'. of  other^crapsl,.  While  , the.  country  as  a 
whole  may  be  considered  to  have  approximately  sufficient  food,  however, 
after  the  requirements  for  the  military  forces  have  been  met,  little  will 
be  available  for  distribution  to  the  areas  where  the  1942  cro\DS  were  in 
short;  production.    Some  expansion  in  the  acreage  of  winter  crops  -as  un- 
doubtedly taken  place  in  an  endeavor  to  increase  the  total  food  output . 


HAITI  hXPAKDS  RICfi  PRODUCT  I  OF-  .   .  . 

Haiti,  like  the  neighboring  Dominican  Republic,  has  been  expanding 
rice  production  rapidly  during  the  past  15  years.    Rice  imports  into 
Haiti  have  steadily  declined  since  1928-29,  when  they  equalled  15,000,000 
pounds,  until  1941-42,  when  they  amounted  to  only  25,000  pounds.     In  fact, 
rice  exports  ;from-  Haiti  have  been  continually  rising  during  the  past  5 
years  and  in  1941-42  amounted  to  over  800,000  pounds. 

Production  data  are  somewhat  uncertain,  as  crop  statistics' have  . 
not  been  systematically  collected.    Through  G- over nment  encouragement, 
such  a's  experimental  work  and  the  distribution  of  improved  sesd,  the 
acreage  has  steadily  expanded,  and  it  is  now  estimated  that  production 
amounts  to  about  1  million  bushels  annually.     It  is  expected  that  this 
expansion  will  continue,  at  least  for.  the  duration  of  the  War.     It  is  re- 
ported that  25  rice  mills  are  now  in  operation  in  Haiti. 

Government  officials  are  confident  that  at  least  1  million  pounds 
of  rice  will  be  available  for  export  during  the  1942-43  season.  fix- 
ports  in  the  past  have  been  largely  to  the  Bahama  Islands,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  other  markets  will  be  available  this  year.

BAHAMAS  PROMOTE  SISAL  PRODUCTION  ...... 

A  program  designed  to  bring  sisal  production  to  about  5,000  tons 
a  year  within  the  next  2  to  4  years  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Bahamas.     This  is  a,  large  increase  over  current  production, 
exports  of  which  in  the  first  10  months  of  1942  were  only  about  480  tons, 
a.s  indicated  by  United  States  import  statistics. 

Sisal  is  believed  to  have  been  introduced  into  the  Bahamas  from 
Florida  about  the  close  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  was  a  major  peas- 
ant industry  until  about  1918.    From  1912  to  1917,  production  exceeded 
3,000  tons  of  fiber  a  year.    Low  prices,  however,  made  the  crop  un- 
profitable to  growers,  and  exports  "declined  steadily  until  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  war.     Tfith  Government  aid  in  improving  method's  of 
cultivation,  grading,  and  packing,  and  resulting  higher  prices  for  the 
improved  fiber,   it  is  thought  that  sisal  may  again  occupy  an  important 
place  in  trade  of  the  Islands.     Proximity  to  markets  in  the  United 
States  for  good-quality  fiber  is  counted  upon  to  insure  a  permanent 
basis  for  development  of  the  industry  in  the  Bahamas.     Two  principal 
difficulties  at  present,  however,  are  the  us.e  of  sea  wa.ter-  in  retting, 
because  of  the  scarcity  of  fresh  water  on  the  islands,  and  the  need  for 
improved  methods  of  handling  and  processing  the  fiber.

PERUVIAN  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  INCREASED? 
IMPORTS  ALSO  LARGER  .   .  . 

The  1942  crop  of  Peruvian  tobacco  is  estimated  at  approximately 
2,910,000  pounds  compared  with  the  1941  production  of  2,522,000  pounds, 
and  the  average  annual  production  of  2,150,000  pounds  for  the  period. 
1938-1940,  according  to  information  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign 
Agricultural  Relations.     There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  production 
in  recent  years,  largely  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  Peruvian  Tobac- 
co Monopoly,  wnich  has  endeavored  to  improve  seed  stock  and  to  encourage 
the  use  of  better  cultural  practices. 

The  import'  of"  leaf  tobacco  during  the.  period  January- Sept  ember  1942 
amounted  to  about  '370,000  pounds,  as  compared  with  total  annual  'imports 
of  •254,000  pounds'  and  225,000  pounds  in  1940.  and  1941,   respectively.     It  is 
believed  that  import's  for  the  first  9  months  of  1942,  largely  Cuban  cigar 
and  American  flue-cured  types,  are  more  than  .sufficient  to  meet  the  foreign 
leaf  requirements  of  the  Monopolar .  for  at  least  a.  year  and  possibly  a  year 
and  a  half. 


MEXICAN  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  II"  1942 
FOREIGN  TP  ABE  REMAINS  UNIMPORTANT  ... 

The  1942  tobacco  crop  of  Mexico  is  estimated  at  only  30.9  million 
pounds  af.  compared  with  a  final  estim.-te  of  43.3  million  pounds  for  the 
1941  crop  and  42.4  million  pounds,  the  average  production  during  the  5 
years  1936  through  1940.     L^ck  of  rain  in  the  eastern  part  of  Mexico,  par- 
ticularly in  the  States  of  Veracruz  and  Puebla,  materially  reduced  the 
djSKik  tobacco  crop,  according  to  a.  report  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign 
Agricultural  Relations. 

Mexico's  foreign  trade  in  tobacco  and  tobacco  products  remains 
relatively  unimportant.     During  the  year  July  -  June  1941-42,  only  323,000 
pounds  were  imported  as  compared  with  259,000  pounds  in  1940-41.  Exports 
of  lea.f  and  tobacco  products  amounted  to  7,500  pounds  in  1941-42,  compared 
with  2,000  pounds  in  1940-41. 

Domestic  consumption  of  tobacco  products  in  1941-42  tt?s  about  3 
percent  above  that  of  1940-41,  and  present  indications  are  that  a.  further 
increase  will  occur  in  1942-43.    Most  of  the  increased  consumption  is  in 
the  form  of  cigarettes.     The  use  of  cut  toba.cco  ha.s  declined  and  cigar 
consumption  has  not  increased  materially.

The  month  of  November  usually  sees  the  beginning  of  the  winter 
vegetable  exporting  season,  with  a  fair  volume  moving  to  the  United  States. 
In  November  1942,   only  a  very  insignificant  volume  was  exported  to  the 
United  States.    The  total  export  was  only   24^030  pounds,  as  compared  with 
1,779,846  pounds  in  1941  and' 5, 444, 175  in  1940.

The  difficulty  in  obtaining  shipping  space  during  the  1941-42 
season  resulted  in  a  much  smaller  volume  of  fresh  vegetables  moving  during 
that  season  than  had  moved  during  1940-41.    The  uncerta-inty  and  difficulty 
of  obtaining  shipping  space  in  the  1941—42  season  also  resulted  in  much 
smaller  acreages  being  planted  than  normal.     The  trade  estimates  that  only 
10  percent  of  the  cucumber  and  pepper  acreage  planted  in  1941—42  was 
planted  this  year.     The  acreage  of  lima  beans,  okra,  and  eggplant  are 
also  smaller,  though  the  cut  has  not  been  so  narked.    The  shortage  of seed 
potatoes  probably  will  result  in  a  smaller  crop  of  potatoes  available  for 
export. 

Tomatoes  seem  to  have  been  planted  in  almost  the  seme  quantity  as 
last  season.    The  reasons  for  the  maintenance  of  the  tomato  acreage  lie  in 
the  fact  that  a  stronger  domestic  market  exists  for  them,  that  they  stand 
shipment  in  unref rigerated  spa.ee  better  than  other  vegetables,  and,  fin- 
ally, because  high  prices  are  anticipated  for  them  in  United  States  mar- 
kets.    Growers  are  somewhat  worried  about  high  shipping  costs  to  New  York 
via  Miami,   currently  quoted  at  $1.17  per  box,  plus  insurance.     It  is

SPANISH  PICKLED  OLIVE  CEOP  A  PAILUES 


This  season's  crop  of  Spanish  green  olives  for  pickling,  the 
gathering  of  which  is  now  practically  completed  in  the  vicinity  of 
Seville,  where  nearly  all  Spanish  olives  for  export  are  grown,  is  a 
failure.     This  is  due  to  adverse  weather  in  general  and  to  fly  bites 
during  the  past  few  weeks. 


Of  an  estimated  low  production  of  4,000  hogsheads  (640,000  gallons) 
of  queen  olives,   there  are  indications  that  on  account  of  the  poor  quality 
not  more  than  1,500  hogsheads  (240,000  gallons)  will  be  suitable  for  ex- 
port to  the  United  States,  and  of  15,000  hogsheads  (2,400,000  gallons)  of 
manzanilla  olives,  not  more  than  5,000  hogsheads  (800,000  gallons)  will 
be  suitable  for  export.

Pickling  of  black 
olives  (moradas)  is  authorized  only  for  queen  olives.

Canadian  livestock  production  goals  for  1943  were  determined  at  a 
conference  in  Ottawa  in  the  early  part  of .December  1942.

In  arriving  at  Production  goals  which  would  "be  attainable,  it  had 
to  'he  assumed  that  prevailing ;price  guaranties  would  he  continued.  Among 
the  harriers  to  the  attainment  of  the  1943  goals,  labor  shortage  loomed 
as  much  more  serious  than -feed  supplies  or  even  price  uncertainties.
